Works regarding a Status Report on the Mississauga Ten-Year Transit 
Service Strategy Plan Study.

On October 11, 1988, City Council approved the appointment of the 
consulting firm of IBI Group to prepare a Ten-Year Transit Service 
Strategy Plan. 


Phase 1 of the study, which will produce an initial Ten-Year 
Transit Service Strategy Plan, is well underway and should 
substantially be completed by the end of 1988. The consultant has 
already completed the first of two interim reports, which deal with 
the issues to be addressed, transit goals and targets, strategy 
alternatives, and the evaluation methodology. 
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A Technical Working committee has been established to assist the 
consultant during the course of the study, including 
representatives from the Public Works Department, Transit . : 
Department, Planning and Building Department, the MTO and the bicaa 
Region of Peel. | 





Based on discussions involving the Technical Working Committee the 
following have emerged as major issues to be addressed in the study: 
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~ Expansion of the existing bus system into a City-wide bus 
| grid network ! 
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- Staging and timing of the Mississauga Busway, including 


interim express bus service between the City Centre and the 
Bloor Subway in Metropolitan Toronto. 


- Mississauga's position on connections with Go Rail and other 


possible rapid transit improvements in the Greater Toronto 
Area. 


- Priorities for transit related policies including: 
- fare integration and service co-ordination 


- express routes and related bus priority measures 


particularly at the planning stage. 


It is expected that Phase 1 will provide input into the City's 
budgetting process as well as MTO's 1989-1990 fiscal year budget. 


In Phase 2 the various items in the Ten-Year Service Strat Plan 
can be examined in more detail and it is expected that feas bility 
analysis and preliminary design may be carried out.

This 
request was approved at that time in order to try and establish 
with the commercial-industrial taxpayers a degree of flexibility 
from a municipal standpoint. However, it became apparent in the 
late summer of 1988 that this flexibility was going to create a | 7 ) 
problem for emergency services such as fire and ambulance in 
answering calls, and to the post office in Providing mail . 
delivery. The owners on Skymark Avenue were advised in September 


of 1988 that their addresses would be 2550, 2600, 2630 and 2680 
Skymark Avenue.

A similar situation occurred on Gana Court and the developer 
| applied for and received approval for addresses on Derry Road 
rather than Gana Court. This matter is further complicated in that 
| ¥ the Region in July of 1988 lifted a one-foot reserve to permit 
rs right-in and right-out access only to Derry Road.

In 1987, approximately 5 ,000 handicapped parking tickets were 
issued by City officers and appointed security firms. The current 
fine for illegally parking in & reserved handicapped parking space 
1 5, if payment is made within 10 days of the ticket issuance,

and $35 for payments made after this time. 
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This department is not aware of any other Ontario municipality 
which appoints partially disabled persons to enforce handicapped 
| parking restrictions and does not Support the authorizing of 
volunteers, handicapped or otherwise, to issue parking tickets. 
Such a practice would require approval of the owners of the private 
properties on which handicapped parking spaces are designated and 
| could raise doubts as to the impartiality of the appointee and 


result in unpleasant confrontations between the appointee and the 
| general public. 
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partially disabled persons to enforce handicapped parking 
restrictions. In an effort to further reduce the illegal use of 
these reserved parking spaces, the fine for such an offence should 
be increased to $50, if paid within 10 days, and $75, if paid after 
this time period. Public Affairs, in conjunction with Public 
Works, should undertake to improve public awareness of this parking 
restriction through regular notices in the local paper.

On October 11, 1988, City Council approved the 
appointment of the consulting firm of IBI Group to 
prepare a Ten-Year Transit Service Strategy Plan. 


Phase 1 of the study, which will produce an initial 
Ten-Year Transit Service Strategy Plan, is well 
underway and should substantially be completed by the 
end of 1988. The consultant has already completed 
the first of two interim reports, which deal with the 
issues to be addressed, transit goals and targets, 
strategy alternatives, and the evaluation 
methodology. The consultant will be making a 
presentation on the progress of the study to the 
Operations and Works Committee at its meeting on 
November 15, 1988. 


A Technical Working committee has been established to 
assist the consultant during the course of the study, 
including representatives from the Public Works 
Department, Transit Department, Planning and Building 
Department, the MTO and the Region of Peel.

However, there are certain measures which could be 
undertaken to further deter the use of nandicapped parking 
spaces by unauthorized vehicles.

b) Increase public awareness of handicapped parking needs: 
Better education of the public should be undertaken by 
an information item at least once a quarter in 
the City page of the local newspaper requesting that 
residents refrain from the illegal use of reserved 
nandicapped parking spaces and indicating the fine 
applicable to tnis parking violation. 


Tne Public Works Department does not support the appointment 
of partially disabled persons to enforce handicapped parking 
restrictions. In an effort to further reduce the illegal 
use of these reserved parking spaces, the fine for such an 
offence should be increased to $50, if paid within 10 days, 
and $75, if paid after this time period.

ORIGIN: Request for Report from Operations and Works Committee 


1988, Councillor T. Southorn enquired if a policy could be 
established wherein the Recreation and Parks Department would 
assist citizens who wish to beautify the entrance to their 
neighbourhoods. Staff would dig the flower beds and provide the 
plant material and the citizens would maintain the beds by 
watering and weeding. 


COMMENTS: The Recreation and Parks Department has considered the 
feasibility of initiating beautification programs at residential 
entrance ways and site triangles at various times in the past. 
Rather than develop a formal policy to deal with this issue, a 
decision was made to consider each request on its own merit. To 
date there have not been many requests received from residents. 


Community beautification is always encouraged and assistance 

continues to be provided to residents by staff based on an 

assessment of the desirability of their project. Factors such as 

the accessibility of water, the presence of underground services 

such as cable, hydro and natural gas lines and maintenance 

requirements are investigated in advance. Options are then 

presented for the selection of appropriate plant material and a 

design requiring low level maintenance is encouraged. It is 

understood that the residents are responsible for the associated 
material, installation and ongoing maintenance costs.

Report dated November 2, 1988, from the Commissioner of Public Works 
regarding a Status Report on the Mississauga Ten-Year Transit Service 
Strategy Plan Study. 


On October 11, 1988, City Council approved the appointment of the 
consulting firm of IBI Group to prepare a Ten-Year Transit Service Strategy 
Plan. 


Phase | of the study, which will produce an initial Ten-Year Transit Service 
Strategy Plan, is well underway and should substantially be completed by the 
end of 1988. The consultant has already completed the first of two interim 
reports, which deal with the issues to be addressed, transit goals and targets, 
strategy alternatives, and the evaluation methodology. 


A Technical Working committee has been established to assist the consultant 
during the course of the study, including representatives from the Public 
Works Department, Transit Department, Planning and Building Department, 
the MTO and the Region of Peel. 


Based on discussions involving the Technical Working Committee the 
following have emerged as major issues to be addressed in the study: 


- Expansion of the existing bus system into a City-wide bus grid network 

- Staging and timing of the Mississauga Busway, including interim 
express bus service between the City Centre and the Bloor Subway in 
Metropolitan Toronto. 


- Mississauga's position on connections with Go Rail and other possible 
rapid transit improvements in the Greater Toronto Area. 


- Priorities for transit related policies including: 
- fare integration and service co-ordination 
- express routes and related bus priority measures 


- The integration of transit and road improvements, particularly at the 
planning stage. 


It is expected that Phase | will provide input into the City's budgetting 
process as well as MTO's 1989-1990 fiscal year budget. 


In Phase 2 the various items in the Ten-Year Service Strategy Plan can be 
examined in more detail and it is expected that feasibility analysis and 
preliminary design may be carried out.

RECOMMENDATION: 


That the report of the Commissioner of Public Works dated November 2

Mr. Neil Irwin, of the IBI Group, presented an extensive overview of the 
progress of the study highlighting the following major components: 


(a) major issue and study objectives; 
(b) transit goals and targets; 

(c) strategy alternatives; 

(d) available information; 

(e) evaluation methodology; 

(f) study schedule. 


Councillor McKechnie advised that there have been a number of requests for 
better transit service to the north-east end of the City particularly from the 
workers in the industrial-commercial area and others wanting to take public 


transit to the Airport. 


Mayor McCallion expressed concern that the transit service study be tied in 
with development of the City and particularly the construction of roads. 
Mayor McCallion also requested that Staff review the provision of bus bays 
especially at intersections so that the loading and unloading of passengers 
does not inhibit the flow of traffic. 


Mr. Dowling advised that the Transit Department reviews all plans and 
advises whether the area can be serviced and the Department's comments are 


incorporated in the draft plan conditions. 


Mr. Schipper also advised that the Transit Department comments on plans of 
subdivision are being routed through the Transportation Section of the Public 
Works Department so that the roads and transit service are coordinated. 


Councillor Culham inquired how this study will fit with other studies and 
plans especially the Province of Ontario program and funding. Councillor 
Culham also suggested that a better public awareness program be developed 
with respect to the transportation planning within the City since this 
information does not seem to be reaching the taxpayers in the City.

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i In 1987 the Public Works Department was requested by purchasers of 

| property on Skymark Avenue between Orbitor Drive and Explorer Drive for 
addresses on Eglinton Avenue rather than Skymark Avenue. This request was 
approved at that time in order to try and establish with the 
commercial-industrial taxpayers a degree of flexibility from a municipal 
standpoint. However, it became apparent in the late summer of 1988 that 
this flexibility was going to create a problem for emergency services such as 

| fire and ambulance in answering calls, and to the post office in providing mail 
delivery. The owners on Skymark Avenue were advised in September of 1988 

| | that their addresses would be 2550, 2600, 2630 and 2680 Skymark Avenue.

A similar situation occurred on Gana Court and the developer applied for and 
received approval for addresses on Derry Road rather than Gana Court. This ‘ 
matter is further complicated in that the Region in July of 1988 lifted a | 
| one-foot reserve to permit right-in and right-out access only to Derry Road. 
| Again the emergency services objected to this despite limited access to 
| Derry Road and requested addresses on Gana Court only. Again the owners 
were requested to change their addresses to Gana Court. The new addresses 
are 880, 900, 920, 940, 960 and 980 Gana Court.

It is evident that in industrial and commercial developments where land backs 
onto an arterial road buildings should be addressed to the minor street on 
which they are fronting. This would remove any chance of confusion for 

emergency services, provide similar response time to all 
industrial-commercial lands, and most importantly remove any chance of fire 
and ambulance services missing an address in an emergency. 


RECOMMENDATION: 
(a) That all industrial and commercial buildings be required to have an 


address on the street on which they front unless they have full access 
(both right and left turns) to another street. 


2. That the properties on Skymark Avenue and Gana Court be addressed 
to these streets only and not to Eglinton Avenue and Derry Road, 
respectively.

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(i) Dr. George Perkins, representing The College of Family Physicians of

Dr. Perkins advised that the College purchased lands located at the 

Airport Corporate Centre to build its national head office. The 

planning is well along the way and it is intended that construction will 

begin in June 1989. One of the attractions to this area was the 

Eglinton Avenue location and address since it is so well known. The 

College announced the new address in its newsletter which is 

distributed to 21,000 members although no business cards or letterhead 

have yet been ordered. The lands along Eglinton Avenue adjacent to 
the site are reserved for a rapid transit line and while the College's : 
site has no access to Eglinton Avenue, there are no visible obstructions | 
to the site and the building. 
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advised that the address would be Skymark 
Avenue not Eglinton Avenue since the physical access is off Skymark 
Avenue and an Eglinton Avenue address would cause confusion for the 
emergency services. Dr. Perkins advised that he had more confidence 
in the emergency services and the College is upset that they will not 
have the prominent Eglinton Avenue address. The College is prepared 
to install significant signage on both the north and south facades of 
the building to avoid any confusion which may be caused to the 


emergency services in locating the site. 


Councillor McKechnie pointed out that the Public Works Department 
originally approved the Eglinton Avenue but has since changed its mind due to 
the objections of the emergency services. Obviously an error was made; 
however, the College made its decision based on the approval of the City and

Mayor McCallion expressed concern about liability in the event emergency 
services were delayed in reaching the site since they would assume with an 
Eglinton Avenue address access to the site would be off Eglinton.

Mr. Taylor advised that from 8 purely engineering standpoint there was no 
objection to the proposed Eglinton Avenue address; however, the emergency 
services when advised raised concerns about the possibility of confusion. 
Staff agreed with their concerns and are recommending that the proper 
address be Skymark Avenue where access to the site is located.

The contract | 
was awarded to Stacey Electric Company Limited, in January 1987. This 
contract provides for an option of extension to the successful bidder of two | 
(2) additional one-year terms and is subject to both equipment and labour 
rate adjustments. Stacey Electric Company Limited has performed the 
traffic control signal maintenance for the City of Mississauga satisfactorily 
over the past ten (10) month period. The Public Works Department therefore, 
recommends extension of the contract until December 1989. The labour rate 
Schedule is based on the Union rate of pay for electricians and labourers in 
the Toronto Area Locals. The equipment rate is to be adjusted to Statistics 
Canada's — Consumer's Price Index which is presently 5.1% from October 1987

The Region of Peel has an equivalent contract with Stacey Electric Company 
Limited to maintain traffic signal equipment under their jurisdiction within 
the City.

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At present, there are 15 full-time Parking Control officers on staff in the 
Public Works Department who are responsible for the enforcement of all | 
parking regulations throughout the City on a twenty-four hour a day, seven 
day a week basis. In addition, private security firms are appointed to enforce 
by-laws relating to parking control on specific private properties such as 
shopping plazas and apartment complexes. The Peel Regional Police Force 

also enforces the handicapped parking restrictions.

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In 1987, approximately 5,000 handicapped parking tickets were issued by City 
officers and appointed security firms. The current fine for illegally parking 
in @ reserved handicapped parking space is $25, if payment is made within 10 
days of the ticket issuance, and $35 for payments made after this time. 


This department is not aware of any other Ontario municipality which 
appoints partially disabled persons to enforce handicapped parking 
restrictions and does not support the authorizing of volunteers, handicapped 
or otherwise, to issue parking tickets. Such a practice would require approval 
of the owners of the private properties on which handicapped parking spaces

The Public Works Department has reviewed this area and has conducted 
turning movement counts at the subject locations. 
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Since both parts 'A' and 'B’, individually, have fulfilled the minimum 
requirement of 100% at Kingsbridge Garden Circle/Huntington Ridge and 
Kingsbridge Garden Circle/Winfield Terrace, an all-way stop is warranted at 
both locations based on traffic volumes. Warrants were not satisfied at 
Winfield Terrace/Westbourne Terrace nor Winfield Terrace/Huntington Ridge 
Drive. 


The intersection of Winfield Terrace and Heritage Hills Boulevard has been 
recommended for an all-way stop at a previous Operations and Works 
Committee meeting. 


With respect to signalization at the intersection of Kingsbridge Garden Circle 
and Huntington Ridge Drive, a partial cash contribution was collected by the 
City, however, signals are currently not warranted at this location. This 
intersection will be monitored for the need for signals as development of the 
subdivision continues. 


There was some concern regarding an accident that occurred at the 
intersection of Winfield Terrace and Westbourne Terrace involving a 
pedestrian. It was suggested by area residents at that time that an all-way 
stop should be implemented. Studies indicated that all-way stop warrants 
were not fulfilled. This location has been assessed and a review has indicated 
that the presence of an all-way stop would not have prevented such an 
accident. 


It was requested that the speed limit on Kingsbridge Garden Circle and 
Huntington Ridge Drive, in the vicinity of St. Matthew School, be reduced to 
40 km/hr A 40 km/hr zone at Kingsbridge Garden Circle was recommended 
to the Committee at their October 26, 1988 meeting. In addition, a 40 km/hr 
speed zone should also be implemented on Huntington Ridge Drive between 
Kingsbridge Garden Circle and Mayflower Drive since St. Matthew school 
also has frontage in this area.
